ntre de Ja Republique for the benefit of
the Bpanish refugees In Parls, urged
that Benor Canovas del Castillo, the
SBpanish premier, should be assassinat-
ed. Marmol, who was formerly a pris-
oner in the fortress of Montjuich at
Barcelona, |8 belleved to have started
for England yesterday, The French
nuthorities have resolved to expel a
number of other anarchigts from
France,

London, Aug. 11.—A special dispatch
from Paris saye that Planag, another
leader of the Spanish anarchists, has
algo been expelled from France, being
condueted to Havre, from which port
he will go to New York. Both Marmol
and Planas, the dispatceh sdds, called
themselves Cuban patriots,

CANOVAS' REMAINS,

Madrld, Aug. 11.—The remains of the
late premier of Bpuln, Senor Canovas
del Castillo, arrived here this morning
from Santa Agueda. The body was
met at the rallrond station by the min-
Isters, members of the diplematic corps
and the clvil and military authorities
of Madrid and Its vicinity. Immensa
crowds of people were assembled about
the depot.

The coflin was placed In the waiting
room nt the statlon where prayers were
salkd over the remaing. The latter wera
then conveyed to the residence of the
late premier, escorted by a company of
infantry, with a band and eolors. In-
slite the mansion a chapel had been ar-
mnged with two altars, and masaes
were continually celebrated until noon,
when the public was admitted to view
the hody,
